In the mid-1990's, OLBH established a Sister Parish relationship 
with St. Bernard, McLaughlin and its missions in the northeast corner 
of the diocese. The missions are in McIntosh, Watauga, Bullhead, 
Kenel and Wakpala. At the time, Msgr. Bill O'Connell and I were 
serving that area, and Fr. Peter Kovarik was at OLBH. The parishes 
are on the Standing Rock Indian Reservation in Corson County. 

Over the years, people from OLBH have been involved in service 
projects, vacation Bible schools, and visitations. This parish also 
donates funds. When you were in debt because of the church 
renovation, you were still contributing to the parishes in Corson 
County. I was amazed by your generosity. Currently, OLBH donates 
$625/mo. or $7,500/year to the northeast missions. The monies help 
with general expenses like the priests' salaries, insurance, etc. Without 
this assistance it would be impossible for the rural parishes to stay 
afloat financially. 

Currently, Fr. Ron Garry and Fr. John Lule are serving in Corson 
County. This weekend, Fr. John and I are trading places. I will 
celebrate Masses in Wakpala, Kenel and McLaughlin, and he will be at 
OLBH. 

We are looking for ways to develop our Sister Parish relationship. 
For example, a young adult from McLaughlin hopes to bring some 
teens to Hills Alive, July 21-22. If they decide to come, then we will 
host them at St. Joseph Hall. The goal would be to have teens from 
OLBH who would welcome and host the youth from Corson County. 

You will notice that Fr. John Lule is a missionary. He is a priest 
from the diocese of Kiyinda-Mityana, Uganda near the equator in East 
Africa. His bishop has agreed to allow him and Fr. Godfrey Muwanga 
(pastor in Gregory) to serve in our diocese. They have been here five 
years and will serve two more years before returning to their home. 
While serving at the Cathedral parish, Fr. John was instrumental in 
starting the men's group. 

In return for the two Ugandan priests, the Diocese of Rapid City 
sends money to the diocese of Kiyinda-Mityana to help with the cost 
of educating their 63 seminarians. Incidentally, our diocese has 11 
seminarians. However, we will not have any priestly ordinations for 
two years. If those in the seminary continue in their studies, we could 
have four ordained in 2014 and three more in 2015. 

In these days, also please continue to pray for our country and its 
leaders. You are invited to attend a special Mass at 8:00 AM, July 4 th at 
the Cathedral.
